It was a French word, 
‘Bastille,’ and I pronounced it in the 
French way and had to be corrected 
by director Ken Annakin.” 

However, when audiences saw the 
French beauty on the screen for the 
first time in 1962, during the road- 
show release of “The Longest Day,” 
they were far more concerned with 
her slim-trim 5-foot-5 figure than her 
accent. 

Born in 1937 at Seine-et-Marne 
near Paris, Irina is the daughter of 
Russian emigrants and was convent- 
educated before commencing on her 
modelling career.

That an army travels on its stom- 
ach was proved again during the film- 
ing of Darryl F. Zanuck’s $10,000,000 
award-winning production of “The 
Longest Day,” the gripping account 
of D-Day opening AtAblesy.e3 
Theatre in honor of the 20th anni- 
versary of D-Day.

During months on location the 63,000 
full meals and 145,000 bottles of 
wine, beer and soft drinks consumed 
during filming cost $968,000—almost 
one-tenth of the war epic’s total 
budget! 


“The Longest Day,” named “Best Picture of the Year” 


in 1962 by the National Board of 
Review and winner of innumerable 
international honors, comes to the 
screen for the first time at popular 
prices at the Theatre, 
in conjunction with world-wide com- 
memoration of the 20th anniversary 
of D-Day, June 6, 1944. 


With the same determination that 
has distinguished his long production 
career — and $10,000,000, Zanuck 
found his men and his material and 
his re-staging of the vast and varied 
canvas that was D-Day is an epic 
screen achievement. 


“Since we were dealing with off- 
cers and men from the U. S., Great 
Britain, France and Germany, we 
had to have four sets of actors,” 
Zanuck explained at the time. “We 
assembled an international cast of 42 
stars and there were 167 speaking 
parts. However, even this is some- 
what misleading when you consider 
that in one scene alone—on Sword 
Beach—I used 2,000 men in combat. 


“The biggest problem we had to 
face, once we had our ‘men,’ was 
rounding up the ordnance materials. 
Fortunately, the various governments 
cooperated magnificently and, even 
though much of the 1944 equipment 
is outdated today, we were able to 
get thousands of guns, boats, tanks, 
trucks and uniforms we needed.” 

Zanuck’s insistence on using the 
actual locales for the various inci- 
dents that make “The Longest Day” 
such a vivid recounting of D-Day 
created another problem. Time had 
healed some of Normandy’s wounds. 

“For instance,” recalled Zanuck, 
“at Pointe du Hoc we found that the 
shell-torn area above the cliffs along 
with the German bunkers and 
trenches had been completely over- 
srown. We received permission from 
the French army to use flame throwers 
to clear the area and restore it to its 
original look. 

“We did everything humanly pos- 
sible to make “The Longest Day’ 
authentic in every respect. We could 
have saved a lot of money if we 
could have used newsreel shots, but 
very little footage exists that was 
actually shot on the beaches at 
D-Day, so we re-enacted every scene. 

“We wanted to make a _ picture 
concerned with the human side of the 
invasion.”

There were no cameras clicking on 
the night before the assault as the 
French underground prepared to 
sabotage the German communication 
network; as gliders filled with para- 
troopers began their silent journey 
across the Channel; as General 
Eisenhower made his crucial decision 
to attack despite bad weather. All of 
this is part of the enormous canvas 
of “The Longest Day” as it unfolds 
on the screen. 

Not a foot of “library’—or war- 
time newsreel—film is used in “The 
Longest Day.” 

Heightening the historic and dra- 
matic values of the film is the fasci- 
nating insight into the seemingly in- 
credible German errors. German in- 
telligence had broken the Allied code 
and actually knew the hours, if not 
the places, where the invasion would 
occur.

For Prop Master 
On ‘Longest Day’ 


The hbattle-scarred veteran of 17 
“wars” admits he fought the biggest 
war of his life during the filming of 
Darryl F. Zanuck’s $10,000,000 dra- 
matization of Cornelius Ryan’s best- 
seller “The Longest Day,” the epic 
account of the Normandy invasion 
which will open for the first time at 
popular prices atthe ce 
Theatre to celebrate the 20th anni- 
versary of D-Day. 

Sam Gordon, who has been prop 
master on 17 war pictures in recent 
years, was the “veteran” whose task 
it was to collect the vast quantity of 
arms and ordnance from scores of 
nations, and he says: 

“Film wars, like the real thing, are 
expensive. To fire a 105mm cannon 
just once costs $15, the price of one 
of those individually-made shelis. The 
passage of time gave me my biggest 
problem. The guns the Allies and 
Germans used in 1944 have long since 
been outdated and virtuallv have dis- 
appeared—junked and sold for scrap. 
You can always find a couple, but 
it’s different story when you have to 
equip an entire invasion army.” 

Luckily for Zanuck, who had lined 
up an impressive cast of 42 inter- 
national stars including John Wayne, 
Richard Burton, Robert Mitchum, 
Stuart Whitman, Tom Tryon, Robert 
Ryan and newcomer Irina Demich, 
Gordon is a man who knows where 
to look for things he needs. 

The Piat gun, counterpart of the 
American bazooka and used by the 
British during the invasion, literally 
does not exist any more.

Rommel located the original and had 
an artist make a perfect copy.

Irina Demich, in the only impor- 
tant female role in the film, portrays 
Janine Boitard, French Resistance 
heroine and one of the country’s most 
decorated women. Madame Gille, the 
real heroine, today lives in Caen and 
was on hand to give lovely Irina a 
great deal of help. 

However, when Madame Gille first 
met Irina, a luscious redhead and 
famous fashion model, she let out a 
gasp and turned to producer Zanuck 
to complain: “But I was never that 
pretty!” Actually, old photographs 
proved that modest Madame Gille 
was quite a beautiful young girl. 

Kenneth More plays one of the 
most colorful characters on the Brit- 
ish invasion beaches D-Day—Colin 
Maud, beach master for Sword 
Beach. When he met More, Maud 
presented him with the anachronistic 
shillelagh he had carried ashore with 
him on invasion day. 

Author Ryan interviewed more than

When his parents took him _ to 
California, the sixayear-old got a job 
for fifty cents a day at one of the 
studios, but his father found out 
and shipped the movie-struck boy 
back to Nebraska. 

Zanuck, pretending he was 18, 
enlisted at the start of World War I 
and served overseas with the 37th 
Division. While there he worked on 
Stars and Stripes, the A.E.F. news- 
paper, obtaining his first practical 
writing experience. Wounded, he was 
sent home and in New York. at- 
tempted to launch a magazine writing 
career. Editor’s rejection slips sent 
him back to his family, then living 
in California. 

Undaunted by setbacks, Zanuck, 
still in his teens, kept right on plug- 
ging. He worked as a longshoreman 
on the San Pedro waterfront, tried 
his hand in the ring only to be 
knocked out in his first bout, and 
started an outdoor advertising poster 
company. 

He accumulated enough money to 
start writing again and soon sold an 
original story to the Fox Film Com- 
pany for $500. Warner Bros. heard of 
his facility in grinding out plots and 
hired him to write for their dog star, 
Rin Tin Tin, at $150 a week. 

It was at this time that Zanuck be- 
came convinced his future lay with 
producing motion pictures. He soon 
made screen history when he began 
dramatizing front page news with 
startling success in such productions 
as “Little Caesar” and “Five Star 
Final.” 

Two years later he left Warners 
and started his own company in asso- 
ciation with Joseph M. Schenck. 
When Twentieth Century Pictures 
was subsequently merged with Fox, 
Darryl Zanuck, at the age of 33, 
assumed complete charge of all pro- 
duction. 

The Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences has honored Zan- 
uck’s genius as a producer with three 
Oscars. He was the first to receive the 
coveted Irving Thalberg award for 
making the greatest contribution to 
the screen in 1937—and received the 
award again in 1944 and 1950.
